COMMITS 3S SUICIDE

Retired 1 iet rer, 2 
and Grieving Over Wife's 
Death, Shoots Self. 


NO CARES; TIRES OF LIFE. 


Frederick K. Maus, long one of the leading 
wholesale steel and iron dealers of the west, 
shot and killed himself yesterday in an apart- 
ment at 638 York place. He was @ years old. 

Loneliness and the nervous strain of inac- 
tivity, in the opinion of his friends and bugi- 
nese associates, were the causes of hig act. 

His wife died six years ago. Three years 
ago he sold out his business interests in the 
firm of Kelley, Maus & Co., and the firm 
name itself ceased to exist. 

After that he had’ nothing to do. He re- 
tained a stock interest in the new organiza- 
tion, and for a few hours a day he sat ina 
downtown office, but the dally routine was of 
form only. He hed let go his hold upon 
actual business. * 


Lives Alone in Suite, 


He Mved alone in a suite of rooms in an 


apartment kept by Mre. G. A. Reddick, at 


the York place address. In the afternoon 
his landlady recalled that she had not seen 
him since early in the morning. and fearing 
he was ill, went to his room to make inquiries. 
She found the door locked and repeated 
knockings falled to elicit a response. 

She notified the Sheffield avenue pdlice 
station and Patrolman George Pelinas was 
sent to the house. He endéavored to arouse 
Mr. Maus, and falling, forced in the. door. 
He found the aged manufacturer sitting in a 
rocking cheif dead. There was a bullet wound 
in his head and in his right see he still 
clutched a revolver. 

Physicians residing in the netibborhood 
hurriedly were summoned, They said Mr. 
Maus had undoubtedly been dead for sev-

PATRONAGE ISSUE AGAIN UP. 

Washington, D. C., March 1.—[Special. 1— 
Now that the title of Senator Lorimer to his 
seat has been upheld the dispensation of 
federal patronage in Illinois is to be resumed 
where it was interrupted last June. Sena- 
tors Cullom and Lorimer will consider the 
recommendations of appointments with a 
view of obtaining confirmations by the senate 
before the end of this session next Saturday. 

A year ago the two senators were at logger- 
heads over the division of the patronage. Mr. 
Lorimer was fighting Mr. Cullom’s candi- 
dates, and actually compelled the withdrawal 
of one appointment, that of District Attor- 
ney Northcott at Springfield, close friend of 
Mr. Cullom. 

It is expected, however, that after being 

saved from expulsion from the senate by 
the vote and influence of his colleague Mr. 
Lorimer will be disposed to be more generous 
in the cutting of the pie. / 
The biggest plum to be digposed of is the 
district attorneyship at Chicago, now held 
by Edwin W. Sims, a protégé of Congressman 
Mann. There are thirteen good salaried posi- 
tions in this office, also a part of the patron- 
age. Senator Cullom is not much interested 
in this appointment, however, and Senator 
Lorimer probably will name the man. Mr. 
Sims, in all probability, will he retained. 


Other Offices at Stake. 
The term of United States Marshal Hoy, a 
Hopkins man, but a friend of Shurtleff, | 
expired, as has the terms of Customs ‘Ap- 
praiseér O'Shaughressy and ‘of Pension | 
Agent Bent. The terms of Postmaster Camp- 
bell expires next December. Cullom expects 
to have him reappointed without trouble. 
Whether Naval Officer Jamieson will be dis- | 
turbed is a matter of speculation. 
There are about thirty-five postmasterships 
in Illinois to be disposed of. It will be inter- 
esting to see whether Lorimer delivers the 
price of Legislator Shepherd's vote, which in- 
volves the Jerseyville postmastership. W. P. 
Richards is the postmaster and J. W. Becker 
is bis assistant. Shepherd voted for Lorimer 
on condition that Lorimer use his influence 
against the reappointment of these men.

hence, almost every senator was in his seat, 
and an intense but suppressed excitement | 
prevailed in the galleries. Senator Smith of 
Michigan spent fifteen minutes explaining 
his vote to unseat the Illinois boss, during 
which time Senator Lorimer strolled about 
the chamber and finally retired to converse 
with Congressman Mann on the Republican 
side of the chamber. 


La Follette Closes Attack. 

Finally, with only fifteen minutes remain- 
ing, Senator La Follette was seen standing 
at his desk claiming recognition for the 
closing words in the great debate. With a 
visage pale and distraught by his recent {ll- 
ness the Wisconsin progressive looked more 
grim and determined than ever. With an 
expectancy almost as eager as that which ob- 
tained in the gallery almost every senator 
turned and gave full attention to the little 
man who so often has thrown the ranks 
of the old guard into confusion. 
It was evident at a glance that La Follicle 
never was more in earnest. Throwing aside 
all oratorical superfiuities, he went to the 
heart of the case at one stroke and snapped 
out sentence after sentence that crackled 
with an arraignment of the Lorimer election 
and the methods which procured his white- 
wash by the investigating committee. 


„Wall Street” Last Words. 
The concluding words of the debate.on the 
greatest election case ever before the senate 
were drama tically appropriate. La Follette 
was cut off in the middle of a sentence and

The ‘accidental significance of this ending 
was not lost upon the crowd, which broke 
into. jaughter and then suddenly became 
hushed as it was observed that the sécre- 
tary was about to call the roll.

tions inicdent to a judge and juror, and“ no 
matter what pubic sentiment may be, he 
is bound, under his oath,’ to follow the die- 
tates of his own conscience. 
It is a serious matter to be expelled from 
the senate of the United States. D would as 
lief almost be sent to the penitentiary as to 
be expelled wrongfully. I would expect the 
disgrace not onjy to follow me to the grave 
but to extend to my children. 
Hence it is that it is only the clearest and 
most positive proof of guilt that would justify” 
a senator in voting for the expulsion of a fel- 
low member. Where there is the slightest 
doubt I. would consider it a crime to vote to 
declare the seat of a senator vacant. 


Says Doubt Existed.

A 
call for a quorum was almost immediately 
demanded and on the roll cal) fifty-four 
senators responded, Senator Overman then 
resumed his speech. 

At 1:15 o’clock a roll cal! failed to develop 
a quorum of the senate until after the ser- 
geant at arms had been instructed to sum- 
mon the absentees. Senator Stone then 
pleaded for a recess, saying no progress 
would be made if it was refused.

When Senator Beveridge at the beginning 
of the night session moved to take up the

HE GOES TO THE HAGUE. 


Action Is Sequel of Dispute Over 
Landing of Transatlantic 
Emigrants. 


ROTTERDAM, March 1.— Rudolf B. Tine- 
ley, director of the Uranium steamship line, 
who is now in Berlin, has been prohibited 
from returning to Holland. 

This drastic action of the Dutch authori- 
ties js the outcome of the transatlantic emi- 
grant traffic dispute which arose from Ger- 
many’s refusal to permit Russians returning 
from America aboard the steamer Voiturno 
to pass through Germany. | 

It ig explained that the decree was issued 
because Tinsley, despite the orders of Dr. 
Heemskerk, minister of the interior, and Dr. 
Regout, minister of justice, had persisted in 
trying to land Russian emigrants here, al- 
though Germany had refused to permit their 
passage through that country unless they 
were provided. with the necessary passporte. 

Tinsley returned during the dey and was 
notified by the police of the decree. He 
started forthwith for The Hague to seek the 
protection of the British legation.

Have you ever realized that your neighbor’s 
rooster crows the Marguerite jewel song—or 
at least its motif—when he greets the sun in 
the morning? . 

Mrs. Jessie Braman Daggett, who gave a4 
program interpreting and illustrating bird 
songs at the Woman's Athletic club Tuesday 
morning, has heard him do it. i 

More than that, Mrs. Daggett whistled to 
the accompaniment of the jewel song ‘the 
motif she has heard in the morning crow. 

Mrs. Daggett has spent many years in the 
study of bird songs. Because her residence is. 
in La Grange she has fammiarized herself with 
the large company of birds which meet in the 
Desplaines river valley on their. migrations 
north and south. 

“Wagner was a great lover of birds,” she 
said, “and all through his music may be found 
the motifs of their song. Always there is a 
clear motif in the bird songs. Perhaps there 
may be only a few notes, but some of -the 
greatest symphonies of the world have been 
‘built upon a few notes. Ga out into the 
meadow any bright day and listen to the songs 
of the meadowlarks: Taney have many. 

“Here comes the metif of the sacramental 
music in ‘Parsifai’; rom another throat 
bursts the gypsy song from ‘The Bohemian 
Girl,’ or the strains of ‘Then You’ll Remember 
Me.’ 3 i i 

“Rubinstein’s ‘Melody.’ is the song of the 
magnolia warbler—that wee bit of a bird who 
clings clese to the trunk of the tree; and ‘ The 
Rosary’ motif clearly is defined in: the song 
of the sparrow. 

“*The Evening Star’ in different registers 
is sung by the wiſtte throated sparrow and 
the morning dove, and the oriolé’s song is the 
cheefful swinging ‘Anvil. A simple plain; 
tive strain from ‘Fra Dlavolo is heard in the 
peewee’s song; the biuebird sings the old 
hymn, ‘For I'm a Stranger, and the robin re- 
turns to the operatic stage to bring forth the 
motif of the flower song in Faust.)

Aso, one might add, they are neglecting’ to 
master those phases of the technic of compo- 
sition that are concerned with the logical se- 
quence of thought, the symmetrical arrange- 
ment of repetitions and contrasts that consti- 
tutes sonata form. : 

Stenhammar proves the exception to this un- 
fortunate rule. Not only is he possessed of a 
vital thematic gift, but he has the architectural 
faculty that imparts coherency and unity to the 
sequence and development of his melodies. Fin- 
ally the themes themselves possess that definite 
emotional significance that accomplishes direct 
and convincing expression of mood, and the 
elaboration accorded them is St a nature to en- 
hance this intrinsic eloquencé. One is justified, 
therefore, in welcoming his sonata, op. 19, as 
one Of the interesting novelties of the season, 
the more so since it was accorded sympathetic 
performance by Mr. and Mrs. Frederiksen, tonal 
beauty, technica] facility, and tasteful employ- 
ment of contrasts being balanced nicely. 


— 

The Sinding quintet, the most pretentious 
offering of the evening, if not quite a novelty, 
is still sufficiently unfamiliar to merit detailed 
analysis. Like much of this composer's music, 
it possesses a certain element of emotional 
expressiveness which seems to be inherent in 
the melodie material. Otherwise the work is 
almost deyoid of art. It is primitive music, in 
that it is spontaneous and unconsidered.. Also 
it.exhibits no evidences. of self-criticism. The 
composer evidently has been well satisfied 
with the first idea that suggested itself and 
rarely has stopped to ask himself where he 
got it. Seemingly he is an ardent admirer 
of Wagner, despite his Norwegian birth. In 
addition to this unconscſous plagiarism his 
music suffers rom an affliction of the dimin- 
ished seventh, if one may 80 describe it. 

The quintet would doubtless have made a 
better impression had the artists engaged in 
its presentation observed the convention that 
decrees a conformance in the vital matter of 
pitch between piano and strings. The fact 
that they overlooked this fundamental re- 
quirement rendered ineffective a great ex- 
penditure of energy and enthusiasm, as well 
as much praiseworthy interpretative inten- 
tion. 

Mr. Engberg offered two lengthy groups of 
songs. The first represented Hallen, Hall- 
strim, Jensen, and Kérling, with compositions 
of equal triviality. The second was dignified 
by the inclusion of two Sibelius songs, de- 
cidedly the. most.worthy vocal numbers of the 
evening. During the last year Mr. ‘Engberg 
has made great strides in his art. The native 
beauty of the voice is less obscured by those 
faults of method that are concerned with 
tonal steadiness and the singer's command 
of qualitative and dynamic contrasts has in- 
creased, to a point that accomplishes the re- 
vealment of many dttractive interpretative in- 
tentions. 

Since he sang only in Scandinavian tongues, 
it is impossible to speak with authority ‘as to 
his enunciation and. diction. But measured by 
its musical values alone his art has much to 
commend. it.

Lenten Fare. 


OW begins the great fast. More than 
one of the religions of the world have 
had as a part of their discipline~ meas- 
ures which were highly therapeutic and 
sanitary. Religion was able to enforce 
temperance and health measures where noth- 
ing else has, and it has not failed te do its 
duty in this respect. 
In the days when the church was all pos- 
erful these measures affected even the com- 
merce of the country, for those who supplied 
the foods had to bring in those which the sea- 
son demanded. Immediately after, if not be- 
fore, Columbus discovered America, French sail- 
ors, particularly the Bdsques, who knew noth- 
ing about the great problems which were con- 
vulsing the intellectual world, came to the 
Grand banks off Newfoundland to fish that they 
might supply the Lenten demand for sea food. 
We learn from Champlain's writings that, the 
France of his day had to have great quantities 
of prunes for the Lenten season, than which 
there is no milder catharti¢ in the world. The 


sins of the body in the way of eating need 


purging as wel) as other sins. 
Those who are entirely uninfluenced by re- 
ligion find the spring a good time to change 
their dietetic habits. People know vaguely that 
they have not eaten the things that were best 
for them and they are willing to try for 
a while, heroically, to reform and eat less. 


Perhaps the doctor has said they must not eat 


meat for a while. But, alas! only a few doc- 
tors are dieticians, for this is a great, science, 
quite as comprehensive as that of medicine, end 
they do not have time to learn everything. 

To whom shall we go for advice about the 
right foods? The vegetarian can teach us 
much, but it is only the vegetarian’ with the 
most thorough knowledge of physiology that 
can justify his creed. The great work of Chit- 
tenden of Yale and of many others, at home 
and broad, is gradually being understood and 
his great conclusions accepted. Dr. Graham 
long ago gave eight years to experimenting and 
lécturing on a meatless diet. He collected 
the most marvelous examples of the influence 
of the plainest diet on the body and senses, as 
well as of the influence of the wrong diet. All 
we know of him today is that there is a 
Graham bread, and we not know whether it 
was named for him or for a very fantastic Dr. 
Graham who lived a generation or two earlier. 

If we had no other indictment against medt, 
and there are many, it has lessened the variety 
of foods, It has ho food elements that we 
cannot get from other things. It is. expensive. 
It is easily digested, but what we gain in time 
here we lose in energy. It takes more out of 
us to digest it. It is difficult to make a com- 
plete indictment in a few words, because those 
words seem like mere assertions, but there 
are pyramid weights of proofs behind. There 
are people who use meat for hardly anything 
else than a condiment. The majority of Amer- 
leans are not now using steaks and chops for 
breakfast—a time when the muscles do not 
need feeding—as they did twenty years ago.

Lenten Soup.—Prepare three carrots, three 
turnips, and three onions by scraping, peeling, 
and washing. Slice them and fry a golden 
brown in lard or dripping.

Add two 
cloves, one’ teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon 
of pepper, a little parsley, and a little grated 
nutmeg. Cover this with nearly three quarts 
of water and simmer three hours.—Mrs. W.

We met again 
by ‘appointment three days later and were 
out in a cab until 11 o’clock at night. The 
same familiarity existed on that night. and 
she told about different men she knew. The 
third time I met her she came to my room.

As a result of the vote of forty-six mem- 
bers of the United States senate William 
Lorimer remains in that body, the officially 
accredited but publicly discredited represen- 
tative of the state of Illinois, 

Against this action were opposed the votes 
of forty senators, numbering among them 
men of the greatest weight both in the sen- 
ate and in the nation. |

Mr. Lorimer’s margin ve 1 was six 
votes in a Jury composed of ninety-one. 
This does not count Frazier and Terrell 
against him, or Taliaferro, who did not vote, 
but who is understood to have been opposed 
to Lorimer and whose vote would have offset 
the vote of Aldrich, who was absent. The 
vote thus corrected would have left him 4. 
This is the mathematica] measure of his 
| “vindication.” The quality of the votes 
cast will more than wipe it out in the sense 
of the nation. 

If Mr. Lorimer is proud of the event he 
is welcome to his pride. As he and his sup- 
porters are practical men who take to 
mathematics in matters of honor, they may 
now congratulate themselves upon the fact 
that his vote may continue to be cast in their 
interest. 

But though Mr. Lorimer remains in the 
senate, the issue he represents is not adju- 
dicated. : | 

On the contrary, the refusal of a majority 
of the United States senate to vote the elec- 
tion of William Lorimer void presents to 
the people of this natioſone of the gravest 
issues which have arisen in their political 
history. One of the greatest. lawyers of the 
country, one who has established an inter- 
national fame for statesmanship, a conserv- 
ative of the conservatives, solemnly warned 
the senators that if they “ would preserve 
the government of our fathers,” if they 
would preserve the honor and integrity of 
the senate, if they would do their full duty 
to their country under their oaths, | they 
were “ not at liberty to reject the testimony 
in this case which shows this seat to be filled 
here as the result of corruption.”

It is owing to the inevitable staginess of 
such ceremonies that: they have been aban- 
doned by all the monarchs of Europe ex- 
cepting Russia, Norway, Hungary, and 
Great Britain. In the case of Russia and 
Hungary the people, owing to their Asiatic 
origin, are so profoundly imbued with the 
oriental taste for show and symbolism that 
the coronations serve an important pur- 
pose by creating a deep impression on their 
extremely susceptible minds. 
King Haakon's coronation was principally 
intended to mark the revival of the ancient 
kingdom of Norway after so many hundred 
years of alien domination, and it is probable 
that when King Olaf succeeds to the throne 
of the most democratic nation in Europe he 
will, like the king of Sweden, and like his 
grandfather, the present king of Denmark, 
content himself with swearing fidelity to 
the constitution and will dispense with cor- 
onations, 
In England, despite the grandeur of the 
framing of a.ceremony of this kind within 
the thousand year old walls of Westminster 
abbey, the invasion of the theatrical cos- 
tumer into the affair is calculated to dimin- 
ish the sense of solemnity connected there- 
with as well as its sacred character and to 
emphasize its character as a mere pageant, 
the tone of the present age in England and 
elsewhere being in the direction not merely 
of democracy but of irreverence and to the 
ridicule of things that have hitherto enjoyed 
respect.

The girl whom Capt. Carleton, future Lord 
Dorchester, is about to wed is the only 
daughter of Lord de Blaquiere, hereditary 
great alnager of Ireland, and who has many 
kin on this side of the Atlantic. For Lady 
de Blaquiere is the daughter of George Des- 
barets of Montreal, while a branch of his 
own family bas been established in the do- 
minton for near a hundred years.

Lord de Blaquiere may be said to owe his 
peerage to the conviviality of his great~- 
grandfather. The latter, after being re- 
lieved of the secretaryship for Ireland, re- 
mained in Dublin, first as a politician and 
then as one of the agents employed by Lord 
Castlereagh and his colleagues to bring about 
the act of union between England and Ire- 
land. 

John De ie as he was then, at a 
dinner. party given by Lord Castlereagh or- 
ganized with ‘the sanction of that nobleman 
a scheme whereby thirty or forty members 
of the Irish house of commons should until 
the act passed always dine together in one 
of the committee rooms so as to be ever on 
hand for any emergency that might arise. 
This combination developed into a fighting 
confederacy, each member of which was 
pledged to pick a quarrel or fight a due?

After the act of union had been passed, 
largely through the instrumentality of John 
De Blaqulere, he was by way of reward 
nominated by Lord Cornwallis and by Lord 
Castiereagh for an Irish peerage, Lord 
Cornwallis’ written recommendation to the 
king running as follows: 
“For having kept the friends of the union 
together by his great conviviality.” 
Other acknowledgments of his services 
consisted of a pension of $10,000 a year and 
the hereditary office of great alnager of 
Ireland, which in those days was worth 
$20,000 a year, but is now purely honorary. 
The great alnager was the official ‘at the 
head of the department intrusted with the 
task of the government inspection and meas- 
urement of textile manufactures to deter- 
mine the quality and estimate the duty there- 
on. For until about seventy years ago the 
English government imposed heavy duties 
on. Irish manufactures in order to handicap 
them in their competition with English m- 
dustries. .

One of the sons of the first lord 
settled in Canada, where he died as chancel- 
lor of the University of Toronto.

In response to your Inquiry about wrong num- 
bers given by telephone, permit me to say that 
this is a subject to which our operating forces 
give continual attention. Several thousand test 
calls are made each month by trained observers, 
and reports for a number of months past indicate 
that the percentage of wrong numbers is not 
greater than during several years past nor greater 
than is encountered in telephone practice under 
similar conditions. Calls are given to the operators 
about a million and a half times each day. Many 
subscribers are in a hurry or‘speak indistinctly, 
and a considerable number with such an accent 
occur. In completing 
the call the operator must in turn speak to a dis- 
tant switching operator, who tests the line wanted 
and makes the connection. Many people uncon- 
sciously transpose figures in making calls; others 
give the number of the house instead of the number 
of the telephone, confusing the two without realis- 


I do not wish to infer that all the mistakes are 
made by subscribers. On the contrary, fully one- 
half are made by telephone operators, but the 
aggregate of all these errors is not great when the 
large number of calls ts considered, being at pres- 
ent about 3 per cent of the total number of alls. 
By careful training of the students before they 
enter the operating forces and by supervision of 
operators at their work. the company endeavors

MAN HELD TO GRAND JURY 
WHEN FIGHT OPPONENT DIES. | 


Witnesses at Inquest Tell of Election |. 


Board Investigator’s Battle in Front 
of Log Cabin Saloon. 


Following the death of Leslie L. Hoyt of 
Manchester, Iowa, from injuries received last 
Friday morning in front of the Log Cabin 
saloon at 267 Clark street, Antone Olson, 
1344 West Erie street, was held to the grand 
jury by a coroger’s inquest yesterday.

the commission by March 10. ! 

Vice presidents in charge of traffic, freight 
traffic managers, and general freight agents at- 
tended the meeting, which was held in the com- 
mittee rooms of the western trunk line commit- 
tee In the Rallway Exchange building. Although 
no definite action was taken by the traffic. offi- 
cers it is expected that their opinions will have 
great weight with the presidents of the roads who 
will have the deciding voice as to whether or not 
it is policy to fight further for higher rates. 

An important change in the passenger Ccepart- 
ment of the Grand Trunk railway affect'ng the 
Chicago office of the road was announced during 
the day. H. G. Elliott, who has been first essist- 
ant general passenger agent at Chicago since last 
June, has been promoted to be general pessenger 
agent of the road, with headquarters at Montreal.

COMMERCE COMMISSION BARS 
WAGE MEDIATION DUTIES. 


Effort Made to Get Congress to Amend 
Erdman Act So as to Relieve Mem- 
bers from This Class of Work. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—In the view 
of the interstate commerce commission its 
connection, through the chairman of the 
body, with meditation and arbitration pro- 
ceedings, under the Erdman act, between in- 
terstate carriers ahd their employés, no 
longer is desirable. 

By direction of the commission, Chairman 
Clements presented the matter to Président 
Taft and urged him to recommend to con- 
gress the enactment of an amendment to the 
Erdman act providing that no member of the 
interstate commerce commission should be 
charged with the responsibilitics of a medla- 
tor in wage disputes involving interstate 
carriers. 

at the suggestion of President Taft an 
amendment to the present law was incorpo- 
rated in the pending sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill, but it was eliminated on a point 
of order, as new legislation. An effort will 
be made to incorporate some similar amend- 
ment to the ntedsure. 

General advances in freight rates on oe- 
ment, made primarily by the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas railway, were suspended by 
the commission until July 1. The order of 
suspension affects fifty-nine other interstate 
carriers in the west and southwest.
